Students for Quality Education, Reed meet to discuss demands 


Reed denied the four 
demands, including 
setting presidential 
pay to 1999 levels.

Cal State University Chancellor 
Charles B. Reed denied the Students 
for Quality Education’s demands on 
Friday, two days after 13 members of 
the group began a hunger strike. 


The demands include a five-year 
moratorium on student fees, the elimi- 
nation of presidential car and housing 
allowances, a suspension of cuts 
to classes and student services, 
and the extension of free speech 
areas on CSU campuses. 

The group also said that, if 
cuts to classes and services must 
be made, they should be accom- 
panied with a reduction of ad- 
ministrative and executive sala- 
ries to their 1999 levels. 

Reed said the group’s efforts 
were misguided.

The Cal State University Board of 
Trustees will vote Tuesday on whether 
to freeze presidential compensation 
paid from state funds, according to an 
agenda for the May 8 board meeting. 

Approval of freeze would allow the 
23-campus system to augment presi- 
dential salaries with “campus founda- 
tion funds” but would ban public funds 
from being used. 

The freeze would be an amendment 
to the CSU’s current policy on presi- 
dential compensation, which capped 
presidential salaries at 10 percent 
above an incoming president’s prede- 
cessor’s and set guidelines for compen- 
sation based on a comparator list that

Gustavo Arellano, author of the “Ask 
A Mexican” column in the OC Week- 
ly, visited Cal State Long Beach on 
Wednesday to discuss the origins of his 
new book, “Taco USA: How Mexican 
Food Conquered America.” 


Arellano said he had always wanted 
to write a book about how Americans 
came to love Mexican food because no 
one else had tackled the topic before.

Cal State Long Beach Parking and 
Transportation Services will begin 
construction work on Lot 17 and 18 for 
additional parking spaces and new pay- 
by-space parking machines, starting 
this summer. 

The constryction, which is scheduled 
for completion by the fall semester, will 
create more convenient parking for stu- 
dents and faculty, according to Mark 
Rudometkin, general manager of Park- 
ing and Transportation Services. 

Changes being made to Lot 17 will 
include the removal of 90 single-space 
meters, the installment of three LUKE 
pay-by-space machines that will handle 
45 numbered parking spots located near 
Brotman Hall and the addition of 81 
employee parking spaces. 

A few more student carpool spaces 
will also be added, making a total of 
168 spaces. 

“We have already removed a majori- 
ty of single space meters throughout the 
campus and have made them employee 
parking, and the reason being the ease 
of use with the pay-by-space machines 
is that they accept cash, debit, credit 
and Beach Club cards, whereas the old 
meters took just coins,” Rudometkin 
said, “This reduces collection time and 
allows for more flexibility with pay- 
ment options for the new machines.” 

Currently, the rate for the pay-by- 
space is $2 for one hour, $5 for two 
hours, $10 for three hours and $15 for 
four hours. 

If people want to park for longer in 
these areas, they would have to pay a 
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Parking Lot 18, formerly an employee lot, will undergo construction and be completed by the fall for general student parking. 


premium rate. 

“This rate is consistent in all pay-by- 
space areas on campus and has been set 
in order to encourage turnover,” Rudo- 
metkin said. “Ail of the pay-by-space 
areas are located in convenient areas 
of campus, so the emphasis is to have 
people park for less time so that more 
people can take advantage of these lo- 
cations.” 


The 10 metered spaces in Lot 17 will 


remain as a $2 one-hour maximum | 


parking space. 

Lot 18, located behind the Student 
Health Center, is currently a restricted 
parking lot with 251 employee spaces. 

After construction, there will be 
parking spaces available for students 
with a valid CSULB parking permit, as 
the lot will shift to a combination of 84 


employee parking spaces and 135 gen- 
eral parking spaces. 


“Lot 18, for many years, has been an 
employee lot only, with the recent con- 
struction to the lot and new pathway, 
the decision was made to open up spac- 
es in this lot for student parking,” Ru- 
dometkin said. “The lot is conveniently 
located next to the Student Health Cen- 
ter and Brotman Hall.” 


Remy Tan, senior French major, said 
the expansion will probably reduce 


parking stress. 

“Pye always thought that the school 
should allow general parking in Lot 17 
and 18 since they are so much closer 
to the LA buildings, where [ mostly 
study,” Tan said. “And finding a park- 
ing spot is always a hassle in the morn- 
ing.”

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Hunger strike not large enough to make impact 


The CSU budget has reached a 
critical level, and the class cuts, fee 
increases and enrollment freezes have 
made a lot of students desperate and 


angry.

reached an all-time high for a certain 
13 CSU students, who have resorted to 
desperate measures to try to gain the 
CSU administration’s attention. 

Around a dozen students from the 
Dominguez Hills, Fullerton, Long 
Beach, Northridge, Sacramento and 
San Bernardino campuses have gone 
on a hunger strike. They have vowed to 
consume nothing but fluids: until CSU 
administration officials agree to lower 
their salaries and freeze tuition. 

The intention behind this hunger 
strike is noble, but the execution is 
flawed. The stakes are simply not high 
enough to make a difference. The 
movement has done a good job of at- 
tracting news outlets and other media, 
but now that they’re in the public 
spotlight, there are only a few ways 
this could end. 

There is no way that anybody is 
going to let a group of students die of 
malnutrition over budgetary issues, 
but that does not necessarily mean that 
anything is going to change. 

Most likely, the hunger strike will 
continue until somebody has some 
kind of health issue, then they will 
quit. 

It is understandable that these stu- 
dents are passionate, but it is doubtful 
that they are actually willing to kill 
themselves over this. 


The CSU system has already told the hunger strikers that they 
are not going to intervene. Now only time will tell what will happen 


to the strike. 


Most likely, they will have to give up after no progress is made. 
There is no way around it; they will have to eat sometime. 

One of the main issues with this protest is that they do not seem 
to have their priorities straight. One of their main arguments is that 
administrative officials are being paid too much, and.they need to 


either freeze or lower their salaries. 


Although it is true that the CSU officials are overpaid, which is 
frustrating in these economic times, administrative salaries only 


account for around 0.2 percent of the total budget. 

Such a small amount of the budget is not worth starving over, 
and should not be such a priority. The strike is attracting a lot of at- 
tention to the education crisis in California, which is a good thing. . 
It is a huge issue that affects a lot of students in California. 

But, this strike does not seem to be well planned and needs to get 
its priorities straight. The hunger strike is dramatic, but it cannot

Maryanne Wolf, director of the Center for 
Reading and Language Research at Tufts Uni- 
versity"adds that watching T.V. or listening to 
the radio engages a passive learning process that 
doesn’t require you to pause and think critically. 
Reading forces you to pause for comprehension 
and insight because you have that time. 

According to the National Endowment for the 
Arts (NEA), reading affects our lifestyle directly 
by making us more likely to be involved in activi- 
ties like sports and volunteer work. : 

Statistics show that “literacy readers are nearly 
three times more likely to visit an art museum, 
more than two-and-a-half times as likely to do 
volunteer or charity work, and over one-and-a- 
half times as likely to attend or participate in 
sports activities.” 


NEA Chairman Dana Gioia warns that a decline 
in reading will only make us “less informed, ac- 
tive and independent-minded.” 

Our nation cannot lose those traits if we want 
to maintain our freedom, choice and productivity. 
Since the release of their 2004 survey results 
and report, the NEA has helped address the issue 
with programs such as “The Big Read” which has 

more than 21,000 organizational partners spon- 
soring book clubs and reading 
discussions nationwide.

sometimes there is little time to pick up a good 
book with the amount of curriculum reading we 
are assigned. 

But, there are some students who don’t read 
that much at all.

Thanks to a single and three 
straight walks the Long Beach State 
Dirtbags beat the Loyola Marymount 
Lions in ten innings Friday night, 5-4, 
in their attempt to stretch their cur- 
rent weekend series winning streak to 
seven. 

Ino Patron led off with a single that 
ended after a tough at-bat against Li- 
ons reliever Ryan Hawthorne. After a 
Juan Avila sacrifice bunt, Hawthorne 
walked the next three batters to give 
the Dirtbags their 21st win of the year. 

“T thought we had great at-bats there 
in the end,” head coach Troy Buckley 
said. “Winning like it is good, it shows 
that we had the will.” 

Going into the ninth inning LMU 
led by two runs, but the Dirtbags were 
able to score two runs to tie the game 
at four. Kellen Hoime lofted a Brett 
Dahlson-pitch into left field for a sac- 
rifice fly for the Dirtbags third run 
before Johnny Bekakis followed by 
singling in the tying run from Second 
base. 

“We just want to play our game,” 
Bekakis said. “If we do that we can 


play some good [baseball].” 
Dahlson began the inning by hit- 
ting Brennan Metzger with a pitch be- 


fore he would walk Jeff McNeil to put - 


the tying run on. Jeff Yamaguchi laid 
down a successful bunt to move the 
runners over before Hoime’s sac fly 
into left field. Bekakis then sent a 2-2 
pitch from Dahlson just past the reach 
of LMU shortstop Scott Harkin to tie 
the game at four-all. 

“He just gave me something over 
the plate to hit and I just sent it up 
the middle,’ Metzger said. “They put 
a shift on me earlier, but this time he 


just hit me.” 


The rally in the ninth inning was 
the Dirtbags’ second two-run rally of 
the game as they trailed 2-0 at to start 
the sixth inning but Metzger singled in 
two runs to tie the game. The two-all 
score was short lived however, as the 
Lions responded with two more runs 
in the seventh. 

Starting pitcher Matt Anderson hit 
Alex Guthrie to begin the seventh in- 
ning before Colton Plaia singled to 
right field putting two runners on with 
no outs. Zac Fujimoto then attempted 
a bunt down the third base side but 
Anderson went with the offering and 
threw out the lead runner at third base. 

“{Anderson] battled there,” Buckley 
said. “He got himself into trouble and 
got out of it at times especially with 
that great play off of the bunt.” 

Thereafter, a wild pitch moved 


* the two runners into scoring posi- 


tion before Shon Roe would send an 
Anderson-pitch back up the middle 
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that allowed both Plaia and Fujimoto 
to score. 

Up until Metzger’s single in the 
sixth, LMU had a two-run lead thanks 
to small-ball ‘type innings in the sec- 
ond and third inning. 

Anderson gave up a double to Guth- 
rie to lead off the second who would 
move to third base on Plaia’s sacrifice 
bunt before Fujimoto grounded out to 
first to score the run. 

The Lions then score their second 
run of the game in the following in- 
ning after a second inning-opening 
double, this time to Roe. Long Beach’s 
Anderson struck out the next batter he 
saw before a passed ball and ground 
out scored Roe. 

In all Anderson gave up just two 
hits that produced the two runs, but a 
sacrifice bunt, two ground outs and a 
passed ball resulted in the Lions runs. 

Jake Stassi relieved Anderson in 
the eighth inning with the Dirtbags 
trailing 4-2. Anderson pitched seven 
innings while striking out five with 
no walks and one hit batter on 098098 
pitches. 

Long Beach relief pitchers Stassi 
and Kyle Friedrichs, who pitched the 
tenth inning, were able to strikeout 
four of the nine batters they faced 
while not allowing a hit and walking 
none. 

The Dirtbags continue their series 
with the Lions Sunday at 3 p.m., but 
the game is to be played at LMU’s — 
Page Stadium before the Los Angeles- 
area foes return to Blair Field for the 
series-ending affair Monday.
